LADY DAY OF MAECH. 


The 25th of March is an important 


flate both ia the secular and religions 
calendars. It is the first quarter day in 
the year and as such comes home to 
most of us who have before onr eyes the 
fear of payment of rent or the rarer 
pleasure of receiving it. The pay days 
in England have been arbitrarily fixed 
011 Lady day, Midsummer day, Michael- 
mas day and Christmas day. Why? No- 
body has beeu able to explain, unless it 
bo that, arriving, as they do, near the 
end of each quarter, such important 
days are better as reminders of our duty 
to o\ir landlord than any ordinary 30th 
or 81st of the month would be likely to 
be. . 


But it is, of course, as one of the 


great festivals dedicated to the Virgin 
(as its name, Lady day, or the old term, 
Our Lady's day, implies) that it has 
most importance, being the anniversary 
of the day when the angel Gabriel an 
nonuced to the Virgin the mystery of 
the incarnation. 
Four other dates in 


the calendar share the honor of this ti- 
tle—namely, Feb. 2, or the Purification; 
July 2, or the Visitation, to commem- 
orate tho visit paid by tho Virgin Mary 
to her cousin Elizabeth (instituted by 
Pope Urban VI in 1383); Sept 8, or 
the Nativity, and Dec. 8, or the Con- 
ception. 


But the 25th of March, or tho An- 


nunciation, is most regarded, as it is 
the anniversary, according to St. An* 
gustine, of the great event to -which it 
owes its origin, and the institution of 
this festival dates froni vary early times, 
uiiico St. Athanasius makes mention of 
it in one of his sermons. 
An order of 


tho Patriarch Nicephorus having given 
permission to break the fast of Lent if 
the Annunciation happened to fall on 
tho Thursday or Friday of Ho]y -week, 
a council convened at Toledo in Gu(i to 
preserve the complete observance of 
Lent and ordered tho tnuisf erenco of the 
holiday to the vvcek preceding Christ- 
mas. Some of the eastern churches still 
follow this decree, but the Syrians have 
fixed it on Dec. 1 nnd tho Armenians 
on the 6th o? January, while in the 
Latin cirorch it lias resumed its old 
place in tho ecclesiastical calendar. 
In 


tho western church, if it should fall in 
tho Easter fortnight, its celebration is 
postponed until the second Motif1 | fol- 
lowing tho festival.

Lady day of March has always been 


very highly observed in England. The 
synod of Worcester, 1340 A. D,, by pue. 
of its canons forbade all servile work 
upon it, and this was afterward con- 
firmed by various provincial and dioc- 
esan councils in all respects except ag- 
ricultural labor. 


In Home, in the early part of tho cen- 


tury, tho day used to bo celebrated with 
great pomp and splendor. Wo road that 
tho windows were hung with crimson 
and yellow silk draperies and occupied 
by females in most gorgeous attire, 
while tho churches wero patrolled by 
tho pope's horse guards in their splen- 
did full dress uniforms, ull of whom 
wore in their caps a sprig of myrtle as 
a sign of rejoicing. Before the service a 
procession appeared, preceded by anoth- 
er detachment of i bo guards mounted 
on black chargers, who rode forward to 
ilear the way to tho sound of trumpet 
and tho beating of drums. This martial 
array was followed by a bareheaded

The Republican National Convention 


meets at St. Loai8 to-day for the pnr- 
pO*e of nominating candidates for 
President and Vice President and de- 
claring the position of the party on the 
financial question, which is agitating 
the public mind from the St. Lawrence 
to the Golf of Mexico and the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. The contention will 
consist of 903 delegates, and as the ma- 
jority rule prevails in Republican con- 
ventions, 451 delegates will control and 
name the candidates and dictate the 
principles of the party. It is conceded 
that a large majority of the delegates 
are for McKinley, and while it is prob- 
able that Reed, Morton, Quay, Allison 
and others may be placed in nomina- 
tion to give orators opportunity to air 
their eloquence, it is possible that Mc- 
Kinley may be nominated by acclama- 
tion. 


There were contesting delegations 


from nearly all the Southern States 
and from a few districts in the North. 
These were all disposed of m a manner 
favorable to McKinley by the National 
Committee. It ia possible that some 
of the contustants who were refused 
seats by the National Committee may 
appeal to the Committee on Creden- 
tials, and failing there bring the matter 
before the convention. Every State 
will have a member of its delegation on 
each of the principal committees, such 
as Credentials, Platform and Order of 
Business. This, will give the delega- 
tions admitted to seats by the National 
Committee a decided advantage over 
the contestants who were ignored by 
the committee. 


It is conceded that the gold men will 


have a four-fifths or even greater ma- 
jority in the convention. They are, ac- 
cording to all accounts, intent on hav- 
ing a straight, unequivocal declaration 
for gold and against the free coinage of 
silver in the platform. Heretofore they 
were satisfied with a straddle, but now 
having an overwhelming majority in 
the convention will declare emphati- 
cally for gold. 


It is surmised that tbe real friends of 


silver under tbe leadership of Senator 
Teller of Colorado will withdraw from 
the convention when a gold platform is 
adopted. It is not expected that the 
Nevada or California delegations will 
follow Teller, as they, with possibly 
one or two exceptions, prefer office ^o 
free coinage, but the Colorado, Idaho, 
Montana and Utah delegations are said 
to be made of sterner stuff and prefer 
general prosperity to federal pie or 
party names. 


As Major McKinley is somewhat 


superstitious he does not desire to be 
nominated on Friday. In deference to 
his wishes it is probable that he will 
be nominated on Thursday and that 
the convention will complete its labors 
and adjourn the next day, and the cry 
of "McKinley, sound money and protec- 
tion " will be echoed by every gold bug 
in the United States before the close of 
the week.

It has been asked what good Con* 


gress did the country at its recent ses- 
sion, and the answer has bean " none 
whatever," and no one questions the 
truth of the reply. It appropriated 
$518,000,000 for expenditures for one 
year, at a time, when bonds are being 
issned every few months to maintain 
the gold standard, and property, be- 
cause of the appreciation of gold, is de- 
creasing in value at the rate of 20 per 
cent per annum.

The gold men of tbe East announce 


that they will ignore party lines in the 
coming campaign. The financial ques- 
tion is the paramount issue and the 
gold men propose to vote together at 
the polls as their representatives have 
done in Congress. Don M. Dickinson, 
Mr. Cleveland's lieutenant, Mr. Carlisle 
and the President himself will vote for 
the Republican candidate. The Boston 
Herald publishes a communication 
from a life-long Democrat, who says he 
will vote for the party, regardless of 
its name, which, without any equivoca- 
tion, declares for the gold standard.

•Want Gold in the Flank 


ST. Louis, June 15.—A battle is being 


waged by the delegations on the finan- 
cial plank Platt of New York wants 
an unequivocal declaration for the gold 
standard, with the word "gold " in the 
plank, and thirteen States have decided 
to stand by him on the proposition. 


Platt has been chosen Chairman of 


the New York delegation, receivmg-57 
votes to 12 for Warner Miller. Some 
of the delegates characterized Miller as 
a chronic growler. 


A COWARDLY CONGRESS. 


The First Session of the present Con- 


gress was, perhaps, the most cowardly 
legislative body that ever convened in 
the United States. Speaker Reed, who 
acquired a reputation as presiding offi- 
cer of the Fifty-First Congress for 
bravery, showed the white feather on 
several occasions in the present Con- 
gress. Probably the change in his de- 
meanor was owing to the fact that he 
imagined himself a candidate for Pres- 
ident, and avoided everything that 
be considered offensive to those to 
whom he looked for support. 


He did not hesitate to defeat the free 


coinage bill passed by the Senate, nor 
to pass the River and Harbor bill ap- 
propriating $76,000,000 from the public 
treasury, at a time when bonds have to 
be issned every few months to furnish 
gold for Europe. He felt that New 
England and New York bondholders 
were ^opposed to the free coinage bill, 
and that a majority of the Congress- 
ional districts were getting a pait of 
the appropriation or "a slice of the 
pork," as Congressman Hepburn of 
Iowa expressed it. But when it came 
to the railroad funding bill and the 
Senate bill to prohibit the further is- 
suance of bonds, he faltered and stop- 
ped. 


The Government, with considerable 


over 1200,000,000 available cash in the 
Treasury, issues bonds whenever the 
gold reserve gets below $100,000,000. 
The greenbacks, treasury notes and 
silver notes in the Treasury are not 
considered good enough for Govern- 
ment creditors. They want gold, and 
the policy of the Democratic Adminis- 
tration and of Mr. Reed's Congress is 
to pay them in gold, and mortgage the 
country to get the gold. To stop this 
the Senate passed a bill to prohibit the 
issuance of bonds without the consent 
of Congress. Senator Sherman, and in 
(act, every "sound money " Republican 
and Democrat in the Senate voted 
•gainst the bill The bill went to the 
Home, however, and a canons of tbe 
party in power was held to determine 
the most effective method of showing 
Its disapproval of the measure, and it 
decided in favor ol ignoring it alto- 
gether.

They were both more dead than

Thomas treated his family cruelly and 
so on. Mr. Thomas in a conversation 
with the JOUENAL representative yes- 
terday stated that he never had ill 
treated his family. That there were 
times when perhaps he spoke harshly 
and impatiently, but not to the extent 
to be called cruelty and at no time had 
ie ever raised a hand in anger cowards 
lis wife. He says that Mrs. Thomas at 
times is inclined to hysteria, and it is
